I. Sheparu of Fort Scott, Kan. He did 
not succeed in his mission, for, being 
called to order by the convention and 
Questioned by Chairman Charles A. 
Walsh, he admitted that it was his 
Intention to name Bryan. 
That was 


the first and last time he mention 3d 
the name of the Democratic leader. 
He was promptly ruled out of order 
by the chairman, and under the guard 
of several sergeants-at-arms he was 
hustled out of the hall, while some of 
the incensed delegates vainly attempt- 
ed to strike him with their fibts and 
one of them swung at him savagely 
•with a cane. 


The nomination of Mr. Hisgen was 


made on the third ballot, his chief 
competitors oeiug Milford W. Howard 
of Alabama and John Temple Graves 
of Georgia. 
Reuben R. byon of New 


-York received a complimentary vote 
on the first ballot and William R. 
Hearst had 49 friends who voted for 
liim on the first two ballots. 


The no:i illation ot" Mr. Graves was 


made unai.imous, all the other candi- 
dates having been withdrawn. 


Several .elegates left the conven- 


tion because of dissatisfaction over 
the financial plank cf the p'atform. 
During the session of the committee 
on resolutions a serious 
.spute arose 


over the currency question, and Wil- 
liam R. Hearst was sent for to restore 
harmony among the members.
